In wartime men on un- 


derseas craft must take extreme risks. It 
is not necessary in time of peace. They 
can be kept away from the proximity of 
other vessels and certainly devices can be 
installed that will permit the liberation of 
the crew if the submarine cannot raise 
itself. Also, means surely can be provid- 
ed for sustaining life until rescue can be 
effected. 


The conditions that surround the loss 


of '"he S-4 appear to indicate certain lax- 
ities by the navy department in the 
handling, equipment and protection of 
the submarine. All of the facts should be 
brought out. and whether or not there is 
personal responsibility, there is certainly 
governmental responsibility. 
Disasters 


like this in time of peace can and must be 
prevented in the future. 


FOOLISH PHILOSOPHY 


Darwin P. Kingsley. president of the 


Xew York Life Insurance company, 
speaking at the annual meeting'of "the 
Association of Life Insurance Presidents 
in Xew York city, referred to the ''Fool- 
ish philosophy of the Declaration of In- 
dependence..'5 At first blush the remark 
seemed almost sacrilegious. But on sec- 
ond thought there seems to be a great 
deal of justice in Mr. Kingsley's point of 
view. 


Mr. Kingsley holds that a democracy 


born of the theories nurtured in the "fool- 
ish philosophy of the Declaration of 
Independence" harrassed by the deser- 
tion of leadership to the fields of business 
and finance cannot long endure. To en- 
dure a democracy- must be ruled by its 
best. If it gives equal political power to 
all men, 
that republic will not long elect 


its best, and sooner or later will join the 
long procession which leads to the limbo 
of governments. Leadership, he says, to- 
day is no longer in government, but in 
science and business. To avoid the mis- 
takes made by earlier peoples he urges 
that government be based on a system of 
democracy which values the individual 
and gives him power only to the extent of 
his abilities. 


'"Men are not created equal/'_ Mr. 


Kingsley says, ''"'and should no more have 
equal power in politics than they have in 
business; it's against nature."' Granting 
that this theory might be correct, how 
could it be put into practice? 
By what 


method could the abilities of each individ- 
ual be ascertained and classified and the 
correct proportion of power determined? 
It would be most interesting to learn 
how it is proposed that we rid the body 
poiitics of its ''foolish philosophy7'" and in- 
stitute a regime of business and scientific 
exactness and efficiencv.

Or the first sijrn of if.' 


"I know you will think me fooh.sh, but to mo 


it is a serious matter". At times when alone in 
public 1 feel dazed and I know it is all bccau.^u 
I can't forsct myself. What shall I do? My 
worst fear is that I'll die suddenly some day. 


WORRIED." 


Nearly everybody has his o^n pet phobia or pho- 


bias—unreasonable fears. Some persons fear thun- 
der, some fear snakes, some fear dogs, home fcai 
catching this or that dread disease, some fear bcm? 
in a crowd, some fear bcins alone in an open space, 
and some'fear beinp: alone in ii cro\\d. 


When the physiologists have said all they have 


to say—and they always have a, lot to say—it seems 
.0 me that the basis of these phobias is usually 
one's special ignorance. 


I know this explains my own phobias. I know it 


because as I have gained knowledge of the thins 
I feared my phobia has faded. 


Take the very popular fear of snakes. This sure- 


y depends on popular ignorance of snakes, for in- 
variably when the individual of this phobia learn1' 
something about snakes he loses fear of them, and 
lerhaps even becomes an admirer of snakes and a 
rotector of the harmless or beneficial kinds. Even 


child who is brought up by people who know 


snakes and who have no such phobias will not have 
his phobia. 


I am not attempting to giva the psychology of 


his. Just common sense. 


"We should not take our pet phobias very ser- 


ously. We need not be ashamed of them; on the 
jther hand we should not dwell on them. It bores 
>ur friends. If I am afraid of cows or mushrooms 


mav simply decline to s° -monsv the co-\ s or in- 
ulg-e in mushrooms and if further explanation is 
leeessary I may say frankly that I'm afraid of 'em. 


And I commend to the correspondent this same 
ourse. Her peculiar phobia is shared by millions 
.f other persons, masculine as well as feminine. It 
s rather characteristic of the masculine victims of 
hobias to conceal their phobias,'because they think 
hey spell timidity. A phobia has nothing to do 
vith personal courage or with moral stre-gth of 
haracter. Some of the braves and noblast people 
.arbor these phobias. 
Let the correspondent save herself that worry 
bout insanity and sudden death. Heck, these things 


may happen to any of us. The common sense view 


f it is that one should so live as to be resigned to 
'hatever may come. Anyway it seems foolis> to 
vaste our good time now 
worrying- about 
our 


hances of making- such an exit. 
"What's your pet phobia, reader? Don't take it 
eriously, I pray, but study it in a detached way 
nd see whether it isn't constructed upon a founda- 
on of special ignorance. 
The cause and nature of insanity is the thing I 


hink our correspondent is ignorant of. However, 


should not advise her to attempt a study of in- 


anity. Rather she should accept iny assurance that 
uch phobias have nothing- to do with insanity.

Answer—It is interesting- lo watch the. progress 
f this battle- I always stirred up vigorous reac- 
ions when I aave the truth about the matter 10 
r 15 years ago. Very gradually, year by year, the 
esistance has dwindled, but still there is some de- 
uKory firing -now and then. Some of the loudest 
oibes—but they were just duds—were contributed 
y people who have been buncoed in their school 
histology instruction. They had learned that grow- 


.ng plants absorb oxygen and give off carbon di- 
oxide by night, just the reverse of the plant meta- 
bolism under the influence of sunlight. So they as- 
sumed that plants were objectionable in the bed 
room or sick room, especially at night. 1 -t these 
factors have nothing to do with the question. Grow- 
ing plants in earthen pots are rather healthful 
in the houte all the time, not because they use car- 
bon dioxide and give off oxygen by day, but be- 
cause they give considerable .moisture to the air— 
the leaves evaporate -nater and the porus earthen 
pots evaporate water—and this is desirable. Cut 
flowers have no affc-ct day or night.

Psychologists at University 


Study Aptitudes of Fresh- 
men Students 


Madison— VP) —Results of recent 


psychological and scholastic-aptitude- 
tests given to 400 freshmen at the 
University of Wisconsin, will not be 
compiled before spring, according to 
F. O. .Holt, registrar. 


Mr. Holt, who was formerly super- 


intendent of schools at Janesvilie. is 
working on" the mass of statistics and 
data gathered in the tests. 


The purpose of these tests, he says, 
determined whether the 119 fresh- 


men enrolled in 
the Experimental 


College of the University are really 
a cross section of the entire class. 


The Experimental College is un- 


dertaking, a system of education en- 
tirely different from that followed in 
colleges and universities of the coun- 


try, and the significance of its success 
or failure depends upon whether its 
members are average freshmen. 


Those in charge of its work contend 


that its students are not selected, but 
are of the- same type which make up 
the rest of the class, coming from the 
high schools and military academies 
of the country. 


The recent tests were given to the 


Experimental students, and ncailySOO 
other students picked at random. Tho 
result should indicate fairiy accurate- 
ly. Mr. Holt thinks, whether the Ex- 
perimental College represents a cross 
section of the class, or whether its 
students are more capable and better 
fitted for new educational methods. 


Because of the work undertaken. 


Mr. Holt's, cilice has been re-named 
the "bureau 
of educational record:; 


and guidance." Its duties, in addition 
to the regular registrar's work, are to 
feel 
the

C- Henmon. phyehnlogist.

The Horseshoe or 
Canadian Fall, 


which carries more than 95 per cent 
of the water, suffers far more fiom 
the wear than does its lesser neighbor 
on the American side Erosion of the 
latter has been estimated at only six 
inches annuallj. or the equivalent of 
ordinary weathering 


The Niagara Control Board, com- 


posed of Americans and Canadians, 
met recently at Washington to discuss 
plans for providing a more even dis- 
tribution of the erosion on the Horse- 
shoe Fall. A report embodying the 
esnerts* conclusions and recommenda- 
tions will be drafted eventually, it is, 
understood, although there is said to 
be no immediate prospect of its pre- 
sentation.

"dumb teller" at the Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of Tulsa. 


The device is a burglar-proof open- 


ing into a chute 11 hich leads to a large 
vault. It is in the lobby of the bank, 
which the patrons are permitted to 
enter at night. The depositor puts the 
money in a specially-constructed bag 
which is locked.- There are only two 
keys for each bag. and the customer 
has both of them. Before dropping the 
money into the chute the depositor 
makes out two deposit slips and drops 
one in a box and puts the other in the 
bag. The next morning the money is 
counted in the presence of the 
cus 


tomer and a bank official, and the 
amount is checked with the figures on 
the deposit slips.

daily, the "dumb teller" has increased 
the bank's business*.

feed per 100 pounds of gain in pigs fed 
the chopped alfalfa hay and linseed 
meal supplementary ration.
